Tue Municipal Report for tho your just 
ended is more than usually inte 
As a rule it is difficult to imagi 
thing moro intensely dry th 
the Council's trinls ‘and achievements, 
of the constant monotary difficulties 
by ‘which they ‘aro. ambarrassed, and 
tho success with which they novorthe- 
Jess contrive, somohow or other, to 
avert an actual crisis. Tho threatened 
recall of the Tis, 75,000 loan from the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, seomod at first 
likely to provo the final straw. But 
wo havo every confidence that even 
this blow will somehow bo sustained, 
and that the Roport for 1867-8 will: con- 
gratulate the community on the satisfac- 
tory rosult of tho arrangoments made for 
itstepayment, Howovor, the arrange- 
ments still have to be made ; the deben- 
turo scheme is aa yet ouly a suggestio: 
and. if approved, as it no doabt will 
boo, has still to undergo the test of ex- 
porionce. ‘To expect that the entire 
‘suin_ requived will be at once forte 
coming, is perhaps to bo too san; 
bat we anticipate little difielty. in 
raising at least suficiont to appeaso tho 
Bank, by tho dato fixed. ‘The intended 
closure of tho Municipal Savings Bank 
will no donbt throw a considerable 
amount into the new investment. ‘Tho
